The Uoal 
struck the steamship about forty feet

water line, tearing a hole twenty feet 
long and six feel high in her plates and 
muking it impossible for the vessel to 
continue her voyage without extensive 
repairs.

Seattle. Nov. 23.— Cable and tele- 
graphic communication with Russian Si- 
beria, the Orient and the old world 
countries by way of Behriug strait is 
proposed by John Rosene, managing di- 
rector of the Northeastern Siberian Com- 
pany, lie intimates that if the United 
States government will extend its Nome 
telegraph line from Nome on to Cape 
'Prince of Wales, anil thence establish 
the wireless system across Retiring strait 
between Cape Prince of Wales and East 
i Cape, the nearest point on the Siberian 
side, the intervening distance being only 
from 28 to ;!,"> miles, the Northeastern 
Siberian Company will build an over- 
land telegraph line across Northeastern 
Sib, 'inn, for the whole of which jt holds 
a concession from the Russian imperial 
government, to a connection with the 
telegraph line extending the full length 
of the trans-Siberian railway from 
Vladivostock to St. Petersburg. 

This would place, by means of exist- 
ing cable connections, Japan, China, the 
'Philippines, Korea, .Manchuria and other 
Ear East countries, as well as all of 
those of the continent of 'Europe, in 
cable and telegraphic communication 
with all points on the North anil South 
American continents. It could be done, 
Mr. Rosene points out, at a much more 
reasonable telegraph and cable tariff, or 
charge, than now obtains. 

Discussing the proposed plan, Mr. Ro- 
sene said : 

"1 have noted recently discussions, pro 
and con, regarding the rate war between 
the Dominion Telegraph Company and 
the United States signal service for mes- 
sages to Alaska. When considering the 
great benefit that is derived both to the 
residents of Alaska and to tho com- 
mercial interests of tho Pacific const 
from the construction of the telegraph 
lines in Alaska by the United States 
signal service, there can bo only ono 
opinion, viz., that it is the duty of every 
American to support the signal service 
with -whatever business he has. 

"Regarding the proposed extension of 
the present cable from Vnldez to Dutch 
liarbor. and eventually from there to 
Japan ami the Philippines, in order to 
reduce the present excessive cost of 
cable communication between tho Pa- 
cific and tho Orient, 1 think the point 
aimed at by the Chamber of Commerce 
of Victoria, B. C, in its letter to the 
Chamber of Commerce in Seattle, could 
bi' arrived at much more speedily by 
utilizing the present facilities. For ox> 
ample, the United Stales signal service 
already has telegraphic communication 
from all points in America to Nome, 
Mnskn: extend thai by service from 
Nome to Cnpe Prince of Wales, approxi- 
mately 150 miles; duplicate the present 
wireless telegraphic system between St. 
Michael and Nome ami uno it between 
Cane Prince of Wales and East Cape, 
a distance of only 35 miles; that will 
answer in Siberia.

Washlngton, D. C, Nov. 2;;.— How 
badly the United States navy is off for 
olUcers, and how seriously this condition 
may atl'ect the navy and the nation, are 
plainly told in the annual report of Rear 
Admiral Ueorge A. Converse, chief of the 
bureau of navigation, approved by Secre- 
tary of the Navy Morton today. 

Experience, especially in gun fire, ho 
say,s, has shown that it is necessary to 
increase the number of otllcers assigned 
to ships. Admiral Converse recommends 
that the number of lieutenants be in- 
creased from 350 to 500, and that tho 
number of lieutenant commanders he in- 
creased from 200 to 300. 

Because of the important part played

' East, it is deemed advisable that the

ed by lieutenant commanders.

London, Nov. L';!. — A. despatch from 
Tokio to the Standard reports increas- 
ing desertions from the Port Arthur gar- 
rison into the Japanese lines, the storion 
tiie deserters toll indicating the demorali- 
zation of the Russian defenders. The 
same correspondent says the Russian 
slups in the. harbor no longer fire on the 
approaching Japanese warships. 

A Japanese correspondent, writing to 
the Morning Post, betrays growing 
anxiety concerning the Russian second 
Pacific squadron, which probably is duo 
tn tin- unexpected strength of Port Ar- 
thur's resisting powers. Ho points out 
the inconsistency of Egypt in permitting 
Vice Admiral Uojestveusky's t-hips to 
coal when nol going to a Russian port, 
accompanied with the refusal of such 
facilities when the Spanish admiral 
wanted to lake the battleship Pelayo 
by the "Suez route six years ago, ami 
maintains that it is Great Britain's busi- 
ness 'to compel Egypt to maintain neu- 
trality in the present case. 

The Daily Telegraph's correspondent 
at Port Saul says Russian warships, 
when boarded, will be isolated from the 
shipping and they will bo allowed to 
lake on provisions, 1ml the correspon- 
dent adds that it is still uncertain whe- 
ther they will bo permitted to coal. 

Telegrams from Copenhagen report 
that I lie supplementary detachment of 
the Russian second Pacific squadron is 
still detained at Skagen by storms. 

The Japanese, according to a despatch 
from Chefoo to the Chinese, are report- 
ed to have captured a British steamer 
laden with 30,000 cases of canned meat 
for Port Arthur. 

Port Said, Nov. 24. — The Russian sec- 
ond Pacific squadron was sighted at 
if! o'clock Hijs morning. 

SI. Petersburg, Nov. 24. — (2:25 a. in.)

A CHICAGO INCIDENT. 

Chicago, Nov. 23.— Samuel P. Glosser, 
a patient in the County Asylum for the 
Insane at Dunning, was choked to death 
last night and tomorrow the coroner 
will endeavor to ascertain -whether he 
was killed by Alexander Harper, a col- 
ored patient, or by John Conway anil 
Scott Hognn. Hogan and Conway as- 
sort that Glosser -was violent and that 
Harper assisted them in placing him 
•under restraint, and Harper declares 
that both the attendants kicked Glosser 
and that Hogan choked him. 

The trouble started with a light be- 
tween Glosser and Harper, in which the 
former was the agressor. He was final- 
ly strapped to his bed by the attend- 
ants, but later he again attacked Har- 
per. The attendants came to the as- 
sistance of Harper and a desperate 
struggle ensued. Glosser soon became 
unconscious and one of the physicians 
was called, who pronounced Glosser 
dead. llis windpipe had been broken 
in the serious choking he had received, 
and ids body was terribly bruised, thero 
being many marks of bootheels In the 
flesh.

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THE OANADIIA'N NORTHERN. 

With nil the talk of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific :is :i transcontinental lino to 
which the faith and the fortunes of the 
Liberal party won' pinned, the. fact has 
been overlooked Hunt the Canadian 
Northern was steadily pegging; away 
and drawing' nearer and nearer to Ed- 
monton. It was Interesting to read in 
yesterday morning's Colonist that the 
tracklayers had crossed the South Sas- 
katchewan River and that by the end 
of next week the rails will be at the el- 
bow of the North Saskatchewan, a ins- 
tance of 515 miles from Winnipeg, 
where a temporary bridge is being built 
in order to allow construction trains to 
cioss. Tracklaying, we are informed, 
will continue all winter. 

Tho most important fact to us is the 
statement made by -Mr. Mann, one of 
tho proprietors and chief promoters of 
the Canadian Northern Railway, that the 
rumors in regard to the purchase of 
the Hue by the Grand Trunk Pacific is 
absurd, and that it is the policy of the 
company to have a complete transcon- 
tinental road. There is, he says, no idea 
of Belling out. These statements are in 
confirmation of the announcements 
made by Mackenzie & Mann from the 
very outset, when it was stated that 
the Grand Trunk Railway was endeav- 
oring to purchase it. Those who are 
familiar with the plans of these gentle- 
men, say that it is their ambition to 
build and control a line of transconti- 
nental railway, and that they will not 
stop short of that. 

As an earnest of their intentions they 
now operate 1,700 miles, of railway in 
the AVest, and during the present year 
have built more miles of railway than 
any other company in Canada. By next 
August their line will be complete from 
.Edmonton through Winnipeg to the 
Lakes and will be in a position to haul 
the crop from Edmonton and the inter- 
vening country over their own line. 
They have bad over 1,000 teams em- 
ployed during the past season and have 
moved immense amounts of supplies 
from Edmonton and elsewhere, and have 
also shipped large quantities of heavy 
timbers from the Coast. 

■In addition to the line direct to Win- 
nipeg there will he a branch to Hudson 
Bay from Dauphin, for which Messrs. 
Mackenzie & Mann have a subsidy, and 
a portion of which is already in opera- 
tion. Owing to the great experience 
Mr. Mann has had in railway construc- 
tion the company has the easiest gradi- 
ents and the slightest curvatures of prac- 
tically any line in Canada. Consequent- 
ly the Canadian Northern is being 
built the cheapest and for a similar 
sum of money will serve a larger area of 
country. 

Thus we see that while there has 
been much fuss and talk about the 
Grand Tiunk Pacific the Canadian 
Northern has been doing an immense 
amount, of work about which nothing 
has been said. In fact, the most import- 
ant enterprise in Canada, next to the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, has been un- 
der weigli and by next August the great- 
er part of a new transcontinental rail- 
way will have been completed. After 
that the company will be' in a position 
to consider the extension of its line 
from Edmonton to the Coast. What 
steps will he taken in that direction it is 
too early to surmise; but. in any event, 

the future of tin nipatiy's movements 

in respect to the Coast will lie of spe- 
cial interest ami importance to the peo- 
ple of British Columbia.

1 lowever, the opinion pre- 
vails thai Senator Teniplenien will he 
Lieutenant-(!o\ ernor and .Mr. Riley pro- 
moted to iho Senate, and that Mr 
Joshua Kinghain will stand lor Victoria 
in his stead. Tic minor positions that 
are in view ai e the ( lustonis ( HIioe an 1 
llo> I'ost Olllce. for tlo'se are slated, 
respectively, Mr. Charles II. Lugrin and 
U'-v. E. S. Low,-. The latter gentleman 
denies the so ,'e impeachment and says 
lie is tea an applicant. So far this is 
a very pomfoi table dispositi f things. 

It is understood, however, that Sena- 
tor Templeman is ambitious to have 
a portfolio, ami in order to boom him for 
the position his friends are going 'n 
tender him a banquet. This is an ap- 
preciation of his services ill the past— 
not to the province, but to his party- 
ami dllling the recent elections. As the 

1 esull of the b ,■ his friends are nat- 
tering him that he stau Is in British Co- 
lumbia in the same relative capacity a < 
Hon. Mr. fielding does in Nova Scotia; 
and the Senator is pr to lake the 

llattering unction to his soul. Hence his 
desire to be » "full-Hedged" cabinet min- 
ister with something icnlly to do besides 
advise and something lor it in the way 
of emolument. .Naturally Senator Tern- 
pieman see;;-: such 'honor. He has lie ■!! 
passed over three, if not four, limes 
since he became a member of the minis- 
Iry. Now he will go back to Ottawa 
as the Ulysses of the West, with seven 
Liberal members at his back and the 

diadem of admiring friends presented at 
a huge banfiuet. 

A.i Ottawa circumstances are very 
much against Senator Templeman's pro- 
motion, chiefly from the fact that he 
has a seal in the Senate. There are al- 
ready two Senators, who are members of 
.ho Government, with portfolios, and 
to iiihl a third would be too violently in 



opposition to former Liberal professions 
in regard to the Upper House. British 
Columbia is now certainly entitled to-, 
full recogntion in regard to cabinet rep-\ 
resentatlou; and Senator Templeman is 
certainly entitled to prior consideration. 
His claims, however,- would be greatly 
enhanced if be were to resign his scat 
in the Senate and run for the city of 
Victoria, that is, of course, in case Mr. 
Riley was translated to the Semite or 
to Government House. Something ought 
to be done very soon. What reorgani- 
zation is to take place in the cabinet 
will be done, no doubt, as soon as Sir 
"Wilfrid Laurier returns from his trip 
to California. The House meets early 
in January, which is a further cause 
'for expedition. 

THE PROVINCIAL GOVEBJNMEME 
ATTACKED. 

It is quite on tho cards that a con- 
certed and heavy attack will be mado 
on the local administration. It has al- 
ready begun in the form of severe criti- 
cisms of Premier MeBride and Hon. R. 
p. Green for taking part in the recent 
Dominion elections. As to whether Pro- 
vincial Ministers -should take part m 
Dominion elections, or Dominion Min- 
isters in local elections, is a matter 
upon which opinion may be fairly divid- 
ed; but. at all events criticism on that 
tteoro -should be consistent and reason- 
able. If we are to look for precedent 
on the Liberal side, we are amply sup- 
plied with justification for the part the 
members of the Provincial administra- 
tion took in British Columbia in the late 
campaign. We do not know what happen- 
ed in Prince Edward Island, but we do 
Know that in Ontario Hon. Geo. W. 
Ross and Hon. Mr. Stratton lent them- 
selves and their "machine" wholly to 
the cause of Sir Wilfrid. lion. S. N. 
Parent, of Quebec, ami bis Ministers, 
and lion. Mr. Murray, of Nova Scotia, 
were most active iii their support. Hon. 
Mr. Tweedie, Premier of New Bruns- 
wick, hi'd back quickly from bis 
triji to the Coast to take part with the 
Liberals in the contest in his own Prov- 
ince. All of this is well known ami will 
not be denied. Must it be held that be- 
cause the Liberals were successful that 
these gentlemen referred to are to be 
exonerated, and Hons. Mr. MeBride and 
Mr. Green condemned V If it be right 
for one it must be right for all. Surely 
it will not be claimed, in the light of 
modern events, that the cause of the 
Liberals is so righteous that to be op- 
posed to it merits the direst punishment. 

MT. MeLOUGHLIN. 

Mr. Geo. Himcs, assistant secretary 
Oregon Historical Society, in a letter 
to the Oregonian, of Portland, advocates 
strongly the doing of something to per- 
petuate the inline of Dr. John McLough- 
lin in Oregon. Dr. McLoughlin was the 
first representative of the Hudson's Bay 
Company on the Tacilic coast, with 
headquarters at Port Vancouver, on the 
Columbia River, and his jurisdiction ex- 
tended throughout a vast territory known 
as the Western Department, which in- 
cluded practically the whole of the Pa- 
cific slope north of Mexican territory, 
exclusive of Alaska. His successor was 
Sir James Douglas. Owing to what was 
really a quarrel between McLoughlin 
and the Hudson's Bay Company, he sev- 
ered Jiis connection, remained on the 
American side after the Boundary qucs- 
toin was settled, and founded Oregon 
City, some twelve miles from the pres- 
ent: city of Portland. He was in rather 
an unfortunate position for some time. 
By the Hudson's Bay Company he was 
regarded as too friendly to the United 
States settlers coming into Oregon, and 
by the settlers he was regarded with 
suspicion on account of his relations 
with tin- Hudson's Bay Company, al- 
though he befriended t belli as no other 
man ever did. In fact, aftei the settle- 
ment of the Boundary question, tie had 
difficulty in retaining his title to real 
estate, which had been attacked by 
speculative settlers. By and by, how- 
ever, be came to have very friendly re- 
lations wifh the people over there, and 
he is now mosl frequently referred to 
as "the father of Oregon." 

Mr. [limes want ; the name of "Mount 
Pit." or "Pitt," in Southern Oregon, 
changed to Mount McLoughlin. He cites 
a great many authorities to show that 
Mount Pitt was originally known ae 
"Mount McLoughlin," and that it was 
applied four times to that mountain be- 
fore RS-IS, the (ir«l date tin- name "Pitt" 
was used. On old maps altogether, up 
until lSIMj, it was use, I seven times to 
live time-- as against "Pitt." Mr. HitHPs 
doct. not know how the name "Pitt" 
came to he used, and a-ks for enlighten- 
ment. It is interesting, because wo havo 
a Pitt River in British Columbia, a 
tributary of the Eraser, lie says: "My 
understanding of the word is t lint 'Pit' 
is the proper spelling for 'Pit River,' 
or H'il River Indians,' the name origin- 
ating n account of the custom tho In- 
dians along the river had of digging 
pits alio, it six feet deep lo ci.lrap game,'' 
ami he quotes his authority for the 
same. We wonder if our Pit! River 
was named for a similar reason, or was 
it. named aider Pitt, the great states- 
man '.' 

However, to return to the original sub- 
ject, it seems very proper that one who 
has figured mi conspicuously in the early 
annals id' Oregon should have his name 
perpetuated in some conspicuous way in 
tiial Stale, and if "Mount Pit" has been 
substituted for "Mount McLoughlin," 
the United States geographical authori- 
ties should do justice to the memory of 

one who certainly was the herd friend 
the early settlers of Oregon ever bad, 
by restoring to ii its former name. 
In truth, it is even quite certain that 
the United States owes Oregon to the 
assistance of D,-. McLoughlin to tho 
early pioneers who came over the moun- 
tains, and who would otherwise have 
starved or been slaughtered by the In- 
diiiis.
